Summary  of  Board  Accomplishments  and  Issues 


The  Board  of  Approval  and  Certification  of  Physician  Assistant  Programs  (PA 
Board)  is  a  nine  member  board  within  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health,  established  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  C.112  S.9F,  in  order  to  approve  phy- 
sician assistant  educational  and  training  programs  and  to  maintain  a  roster 
of  graduates  of  approved  programs  who  are  employed  in  Massachusetts. 
Members  include  two  registered  physicians,  one  member  of  a  medical  school, 
one  registered  nurse,  one  representative  of  a  physician  assistant  training 
program,  one  administrator  of  a  health  care  facility,  two  members  of  the 
general  public  and  one  physician  assistant. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Approval  and  Certification  of  Physician 
Assistant  programs  has  made  several  significant  accomplishments.  These 
include: 

*  Worked  toward  the  successful  passage  of  legislation  giving 
the  PA  Board  the  statutory  authority  to  approve  all  types 
of  physician  assistant  programs  including  surgeon  assistant 
programs . 

*  Began  work  on  revising  the  regulations  governing  the  PA 
Board  pursuant  to  Chapter  107  of  the  Massachusetts  Acts 
and  Resolves  of  1985.    The  recently  passed  legislation 
expands  the  Board's  authority  by  allowing  the  Board  to 
approve  surgeon  assistant  programs  and  other  specialty 
physician  assistant  programs  in  addition  to  primary  care 
physician  assistant  programs. 

*  Continued  drive  to  increase  physician  assistant  registration 
by  contacting  individuals  registered  on  the  list  from  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Physician  Assistants  who  were 
not  listed  on  the  PA  Board  roster. 

*  Continued  efforts  to  coordinate  with  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Medicine  on  issues  of  mutual  concern  such  as  oversight  of 
PA  practice  and  registration  of  all  physician  assistants.  A 
subcommittee  of  Doth  Boards  met  once  during  the  year  at  which 
time  a  decision  was  made  to  form  an  ongoing  liaison  committee. 

*  Recruited  five  new  Board  members  to  fill  positions  as  vacan- 
cies occurred.    The  two  consumer  positions  on  the  board  were 
filled,  as  were  the  health  care  facility  administrator, 
physician,  and  medical  school  representative  positions. 

A  number  of  issues  are  of  concern  to  the  PA  3oard.  Tne  Board  expects  to  con- 
tinue to  deal  with  the  following  issues  in  the  coming  year. 

*  Representation  of  all  physician  assistants.    The  Board  plans  to 
revise  its  regulations  in  order  to  implement  recently  passed 
legislation  which  allows  the  Board  to  approve  surgeon  assistant 
programs.    Surgeon  assistants  are  a  subset  of  the  physician 
assistant  profession.

Summary  of  Board  Accomplishments  and  Issues 


Tne  Board  of  Approval  and  Certification  of  Physician  Assistant  Programs  (PA 
Board)  is  a  nine  memDer  board  within  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health,  established  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  C. 112  S.9F,  in  order  to  approve  physician 
assistant  educational  and  training  programs  and  to  maintain  a  roster  of 
graduates  of  approved  programs  who  are  employed  in  Massachusetts.  Members 
include  two  registered  physicians,  one  member  of  a  medical  school,  one 
registered  nurse,  one  representative  of  a  physician  assistant  training  program, 
one  administrator  of  a  health  care  facility,  two  members  of  the  general  public 
and  one  physician  assistant. 


During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Approval  and  Certification  of  Physician 
Assistant  Programs  has  made  several  significant  accomplishments.  These  include: 

*    Refiled  a  bill  which  created  a  Board  of  Registration  of 
Physician  Assistants.    Legislation  was  passed  which 
establisned  a  new  Board  now  placed  under  tne  Executive 
Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  -  in  line  with  other  licensed 
boards. 


*    Continued  to  coordinate  with  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Medicine  on  issues  of  mutual  concern  such  as  oversight 
of  PA  practice  and  registration  of  all  physician 
assistants.    A  liaison  from  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Medicine  regularly  attends  PA  Board  meetings. 


A  number  of  issues  are  of  concern  to  the  PA  Board.  The  Board  expects  to 
continue  to  deal  with  the  following  issues  in  the  coming  year. 

*    To  encourage  and  support  passage  of  the  Sill  which  grants 
Physician  Assistants  the  privilege  to  prescribe  medications 
and  order  tests  and  therapeutics. 


Obtaining  up-to-date  statistics  on  registered  PAs.  The 

Board  wishes  to  make  sure  that  all  physician  assistants 

practicing  in  the  Commonwealth  are  registered  as  required 
under  law. 


*    Collaboration  with  the  Board  of  Registration  in'Medicine. 
Since  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Medicine  approves  the 
supervising  physician,  there  are  several  areas  of  concern 
to  both  ooards,  including  oversight  over  PA  practice,  the 
renewal  system    for  PA  registration,  and  non-physician 
assistants  practicing  as  PAs.    The  PA  Board  hopes  to 
maintain  the  effective  working  relationship  with  the  Board 
of  Registration  in  Medicine  which  has  been  developed  this 
year.
